Applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner consider the listed documents 
and indicate that they were considered by making appropriate notations on the attached 
form. 

The present application is a continuation of Application No. 09/812,003, filed 
March 19, 2001 (now U.S. Patent No. 6,349,409); which is a continuation of Application 
No. 09/434,413, filed November 4, 1999 (now U.S. Patent No. 6,317,785); which is a 
continuation of Application No. 08/939,368. filed September 29, 1997 (now U.S. Patent 
No. 6,021,307); which is a continuation-in-part of Application No. 08/644,838, filed 
May 10, 1996 (now abandoned); which is a continuation-in-part of Application No. 
08/279,424, filed July 25, 1994 (now abandoned); and a continuation-in-part of 
Application No. 08/255,649, filed June 8, 1994 (now abandoned); which is a 
continuation-in-part of Application No. 08/224,280, filed April 7, 1994 (now abandoned). 

Applicant brings to the Examiner's attention that U.S. Patent No. 6,314,574 (a 
continuation-in-part of the *307 patent) was the subject of litigation in the United States 
District Court for the Northern District of Califomia, San Francisco Division, Case No. C 
02-2878 (VRW), hereinafter referred to as Litigation 1 ("Lit. 1"). 

U.S. Patent No. 6,339,693 (a continuation of the '307 patent); U.S. Patent No. 
6,188,869 (a continuation-in-part of the *307 patent); and U.S. Patent No. 6,343,380 (a 
continuation of the '869 patent) were the subject of litigation in the United States District 
Court for the Western District of Texas, San Antonio Division, Case No. SA-03-CA- 
0087-WRF, hereinafter referred to as Litigation 2 ("Lit. 2"). 

The '574 patent (referred to above in association with Lit. 1 ) was also the subject 
of litigation in the United States District Court for the Northern District of Texas, Fort 
Worth Division, Case No. 4-02CV1022-A; later transferred to the United States District 
Court for the Northern District of California, San Francisco Division, Case No. 4-02CV 
1022-A (VRW), hereinafter referred to as Litigation 3 ("Lit. 3"). 

In Litigations 1-3, the defendants asserted that various references were pertinent 
to the issue of validity of the '574 patent, the '693 patent, the '869 patent, and the '380 
patent under 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 02 and 1 03. Applicant notes for the Examiner on the 
attached Form PTO-1449 in the column for the Examiner's initials the references 
identified by defendants in Litigation 1 as being allegedly pertinent to the '574 patent by 



the designation "Lit. 1 References identified by the defendants in Litigation 2 as being 
allegedly pertinent to the '693 patent, the '869 patent, and the '380 patent are identified 
by the designation "Lit. 2." References identified by the defendants in Litigation 3 as 
being allegedly pertinent to the '574 patent are identified by the designation "Lit.

1 and 3) was also the 
subject of a Reexamination proceeding filed Febmary 1 7, 2004. Applicant notes for the 
Examiner on the attached Form PTO-1449 In the column for the Examiner's Initials the 
references identified by the Requester in the Reexamination proceeding as being 
allegedly pertinent to the '574 patent by the designation "Reexam." The Examiner in 
the Reexamination proceeding found all claims of the '574 patent to be allowable over 
the art cited by the Requester in a Notice of Intent to Issue Ex Parte Reexamination 
Certificate mailed December 12, 2005. Documents relating to the Reexamination 
preceding are available upon request. 

This submission does not represent that a search has been made or that no 
better art exists and does not constitute an admission that each or all of the listed 
documents are material or constitute "prior art."
